flat side down, on the dish on which 
they are to be served and s>lice them 
without destroying thtir shape. Pour 
over them a French dressiug and allow 
one-half cucumber'to each person. 


BOAST TURKEY, TUKKISH 


STYLE. 


Clean and truss the turkey and wash 


and parboil one cup of rice in boiling 
salted water. When the rice is about 
half cooked chain aud mix with it about 
one dozen French chestnuts, peeled arid 
cut into small pieces, one-fourth pound 
of well washrjd currants and two ounces 
of almonds, blaaccad and chopped. Sea- 
son with oue-foarth toaspoonful .-neb. of 
salt, white pepper and ground cinna- 
mon. Melt half a cup of butter and stir 
this mixture into it 
Stuff the turkey 


with it, serr up the opening and bake on 
a rack, basting every teu minutes with 
butter melted in a little hot water. Turn 
the bird often and dredge with flour 
after each basting. Serve with a rich, 
clear gravy. 


' CABBAGE WITH CHEE8B. 
Cut the cabbaje into good i 


pieces, reawve the outside i*»T«§ and 
take away the hard core. Wesb well in 
two wa«rs and drain in a colander. 
Boil violently a fenerooi quantity of 
.water io a kn« pet with a UblespooA- 
ful of salt and a quarter toupooafal of 
baking soda, put IB thi cabbage, one 
piece at a time, to as to cheek th* boil. 
Jug as littld as possible, and cook for 
twenty-fire minutes, uucoTer«d, puahine 
the cabbage under tha water ey«ry fi»« 
minutes. 
Turn into a colander tad 


press out all tha water. Chop and leava 
while making a white aaucft of one 
tablespoonful each of batter and flour, 
one cupful of milk, one-half taaspoonftjl 
salt ana a dash of cayenne. Spread a 
layer of cabbage OB tat bottom ef a pud- 
am; dish, cover with aane* and a layer 
of grated cbeeie, and continue nmtil tfa 
dish is filled. Cover th» top with 
crumbs moistened with butter, cook n»tll 
the sane* bubbles through the saace u4 
serve in the same dish. 


BROILED BEEFSTEAK AND 


ONIONS. 


Junt before broiling the steak sliea two 


large, mild onions very thin and fry 
them in three or fotr tablevpooqfola of 
butter. Do not allow them to become 
dark colored. While the onions are 
cooking pnt a sirUin steak, an loeh and 
a half thick, in a well-oiled double 
broiler, the fat edge of the meat to- 
wards the handle, place directly over 
and close to the coals and cook about 
ten minutes, turning every ten seconds. 
Draw the meat farther away 'from tha 
coals after the first forty seconds, and 
after removing to the serving dish dust 
with salt and pepper, spread lightly 
with butter, sprinkle with a tablespoon- 
fnl ol finely chopped parsley and spread 
the onions on top. Cover and let stand 
in the oven for three or four minutes. 


FRENCH CUTLETS. 
Fry a finely chopped onion hi two 


ouuces of butter. 
Soak one-quarter 


pound of bread in cold water and 
squeeze it:dry In a cloth. Add it to the 
onion apd butter with half a pound of 
minced fowl and one or two livers, alse 
minced. Season with salt and pepper, 
stir over the fire until hot, then add two 
well-beaten eggs. Mix thoroughly and 
set aside to get cold while making tho 
pancake batter and frying two pancake*. 
On one lay the prepared meat and cover 
with the other. When cold cat into 
fancy shapes, saate to a nice yellow u4 
dish as ordinary cutlets. 


FBTJIT BAVARIAN. 


Mash and press through a colander 


any fresh fruit or berries, the latter 
pressed through a sieve to extract tha 
seeds. Sweeten to taste and flavor with 
a littfe lemon, er^orange juice. To a pint 
of the juiet or tfolp add a half box of 
gelatine, which has soaked in one-half 
cupful of cold water for aa hour and 
then been dissolved in one-half cupful 
of hot water. Stir the fruit and gela- 
tine on ice until it begins to set or tha 
fruit will settle to the bottom. Stir in 
lightly a pint of cream, whipped and 
well-drained, find turn it into a mould 
to harden.

Arrange 
them on a platter and pour over them 
a cream snuce made as follows: Beat 
the yolks of two eggs, add a teaspoon- 
ful of salt, half as much white pepper 
nud one cup of hot crram, and cook in 
a double boiler until thick and smooth.

BISCUIT PRALLNES.

Make a paste of half a pound of flour,

Roll 
it out to the thickness ot a penny and 
cnt into fancy shapi-s and bake ia a 
slow oven. Meanwhile chop up, not too 
fine, some almond;- browned in the oven, 
mix them with half the quantity of j 
sugar and wet them with orange flower j 
water. Into this dip the biscuits, which 
sho'ild be brushed over with beaten e£g 
and a quantity of almonds will stick on 
the top.

MINCWD MEAT IX BISGUIt 


CASES. 


Put two cupfuh of finely chopped 


moat, three and one-half cups of stock 
and one-eighih' teaspoonful of white 
pepper iu n saucepan to heat, then ndd 
one-quarter tenspooaful of salt, a little 
paisley, one bay leaf, two tablespoonfuls 
of butter, two Of flour and one teaspoon- 
fnl of scrapgd ouion. Cook ten minutes 
or until thick aud smooth. Remove the 
tops and icoop out the inner portions of 
eight biscuits nnd fill the space with the 
prepared nip»r, .roulnce tho covers, place 
in the oven and heat thoroughly before 
serving. 


LEMON SPONGE. 


Rub off the yellow rind of two large 


lemons on three ounces of loaf sugar. 
Put into a pan an onnce of the best leaf 
gelatine and one pint of water, strain in 
the juice of the lemons, and as soon as 
the gelatine is melted, add the sugar 
with the lemon peel. When it is all 
dissolved, lift the pan off the fire, and 
when cold, stir into it the beaten whites 
of two eggs and whisk it all with a wire 
whisk until the mixture is stiff enougU 
for a spoon to stand up hi it 


YORKSHIRE BISCUITS. 


To one quart of boiling hot milk add 


enough flom- to moke a batter, and 
when it has become lukewarm add a tea- 
cupful of yeast and a half teaspoonful 
of salt. Set to rise again and tot ft be- 
come very light, then stir in a half tea- 
epoonful of soda, two eggs and a table- 
spoonful of melted butter. 
Add flour 


enough to make a dough into small, 
round cakes, let them rise fifteen min- 
utes and bake ia a slow oven. 


CLAM SOUP. 


Wash one quart of clams, taken front 


the shells, with a cup of cold water. 
Save the liquor and add to it the hard 
part of the ciams, chopped fine; strain 
nnd pour prradually over one-third cup- 
ful each of butter and flour cooked to- 
gether. Scald one quart of milk with a 
slice of onion, remove the onion and add 
the niiik with the soft part of the clams 
to the thickened broth, cook three or 
four minute's aud season to taste with 
salt and pepper. 


COCOAN'UT CONES. 


Separate the whites from tbe yolks «f 


three egge and put the former into a 
basin, add a pinch of salt and whisk 
them to a very stiff froth. Then stir ill 
lightly half a pound 'of powdered sugar 
nnd sis ounces of dessicated or freshly 
grated cocoamit. Take up a teaspoonful 
of tho mixture at n time and mould it in* 
to the form of a cone as quickly as pos- 
sible. Bake in a quick oven on a tin 
covered with buttered paper until the 
cones are a golden brown. 


POTATOES A LA MARIE. 


Peel two pounds of potatoes, cut them 


into long strips, throw them into boiling 
fnt and fry to a golden brown. Drain 
them in n calandor, pile them on a 
metnl baking dish and strew them with 
prated Parmesan cheese. Add season- 
ing nnd n little chopped parsley, pnt 
Into n hot oveu for four minutea and 
servo immediately.

STORIES OF SPORT LEWIS. 


Incident* In the Career of a Bacbe* 


of PrUeflffhter*. 


The late Warren H. Lewis, sporting 


man and backer of prizefighters, was 
a railroad engineer by trade, and a 
good one, says the New York World. 
He was born in Ithaca, N. Y., In Octo- 
ber, 1845. When the civil war was on, 
though a boy, be had charge of an en- 
gine on the Lehigli Valley road. He 
quit railroading and went to the front 
with tbe Fifth -New York Heavy artil- 
lery. His left arm was broken in bat- 
tle and he had to quit the service, being 
honorably discharged. For years be 
belonged to Farnham post, G. A. R. He 
drew a pension. 


The arm that was broken in the war 


was not set properly. It was crooked. 


"That arm," said Monte Lewis, bis 


son, "fooled a lot of men handy with 
their fists. Pop could nit an awful 
blow with it even If it were crooked. 
Tbe bend In It foole'd people. They 
thought it wouldn't land because it was 
crooked, and didn't even dodge. 
But 


It would land, and land bard." 


Lewis had made a good deal of 


money in his day and, according to the 
Lewis family, tlie fortunes of Warren 
began to wane when he linked himself 
with Jim Corbett. How he happened 
to do this was told for tbe first time 
the other day. 


"Pop was out drinking with Jack 


McAuliffe," said Monte, "and tbey met 
Al Smith in the Gilsey House. Al told 
pop tbat Fitz had put up $2,500 for a 
fight with Corbett; that Corbett was ! 
strapped and didn't have a backer. ! 
Pop bad been drinking, and said be i 
would put up the money. Somebody ! 
told tbe newspaper reporters that same j 
nigbt that pop would back Corbett, 
> 


and it was printed the next morning, j 
He backed Corbett, bet on him, took 
a private car for himself and friends 
to Carson City, lived in it for days, 
and In all lost about §10,000." 


Lewis never broke his word with 


prizefighters. 
He offered a $2,500 


purse for a figbt between Peter Maber 
and Steve O'Donneil on the afternoon 
of Christmas, 1897. This was the 
greatest frost in tbe history of New 
York prizefighting, the house being 
practically empty. 


"Just before the fight was to begin." 


said Monte, •'! went to pop and told 
him to call it off and refund the money 
to those who had paid. He refused, 
saying: Til have this fight for myself. 
I'll pay the $2,500 and sit in a box and 
watch It Let all Coney Island come In 
free and see the sport'" 


That fight lasted less than a minute. 


The only complaint Lewis made was & 
half joking one to Peter Maherf saying: 


"Peter, I told you not to hit tbat fel- 


low hard at first, as I wanted to get 
my money's worth." 


WILL 6ET AN INCREASE 


Engineers and Firemen on "Hog" En. 


jjinee to Get Raiie 


The engineers and firemen on the big 


engines on the Fitchburg division of 
the Bosion 
and 
Maine, commonly 


known among railroad men as "hogs" 
are pleased over an expected raise in 
wages and other concessions on the 
part of the company. A meeting was 
held m Boston Sunday by the railroad 
men and the matter discussed, and the 
men feel practically assured of get- 
ting what they have asked for. 


The engines 
mentioned, which are 


classed as consolidated engines, are 
the biggest freight machines in use on 
the road having four driving wheels 
on a side and weighing many tons 
more than the next largeat engines. 
A.t present the engineers receive $3.75 
and the firemen ?2.10 for a day's pay, 
a dajj- being considered a run of 100 
miles or legs if made within 11 hours. 
The pay of the engineers is 25 cents 
more per day than that of engineer on 
other engines. 


The schedule asked for by the men. 


and the one expected, calls to»- J4 for 
the engineers and $2.35 for the firemen, 
and a day's work to be 10 hours. Over- 
time will be paid on a like basis. In 
addition to the above, the men have 
asked that hostlers be compelled to 
take aU care of the engines, thus re- 
moving much work from the firemen. 
The arrangement has been that the 
flremen, after their day's work, must 
clean the engine above the running 
board. 
Jt IB understood that the company 
is quite willing to g*ant the requests. 


COUNTED IKRITAT1ON. 


Hot Application*, Pl»»ter» and BUl- 


ier> tor Relieve Pain. 


The use of hot applications to the sur- 


face of the body for the relief of pain 
commended itself to mankind long before 
the formation of any theory as to hotv 
the favorable result was produced. It re- 
mained for Dr. Brown-Sequard to estab- 
lish by actual experiment the fact that 
physical change is actually produced in 
tissues by counter irritation. 


He found that the vessels of the surface 


to which the irritation was applied were 
dilated for several hours, as one might 
suppose they would be, while in the deep- 
er tissues the vessels were very much 
diminishedMn size. Thus a mustard plas- 
ter on the region of the kidneys has a 
pronounced effect in reducing the size of 
the small arteries. 


Experiment has also shown that a 


counter irritant, a Spanish fly blister on 
the back of a rabbit, for example, pro- 
duces congestion of the superficial tic- 
sues, while the deeper organs, the lungs, 
are at the same time rendered anaemic. 


Thus we have proof that sudden con- 


gestion of the lungs or brain may be to 
some extent relieved by counter irritants 
applied superficially to the chest and the 
back of the neck. 


Several stages or degrees of counter ir- 


ritation arc possible of production, some- 
times by use of the same remedy. For 
example, with an application of mustard 
one may produce simple redness of the 
skin, or by a longer application or a 
greater proportion of mustard ingredient 
blisters may be produced. Strong mus- 
tard plasters applied to patients who 
were unconscious of pain have even pro- 
duced sloughing surfaces. 


In irritating cough, particularly that 


of consumption, applications of iodine to 
the chest are often of much benefit, the 
effect being due to the temporary super- 
ficial congestion thus artificially estab- 
lished. 


Counter irritation may be properly used 


in headaches, neuralgia, the first stage 
of croup or spasmodic cough and in re- 
lieving any sudden internal congestion or 
spasm. 
Sponges or cloths wrung from 


hot water and the various applications of 
hot water nnd mustnrd are usually em- 
ployed. 
The hot footbath also and in 


childhoo(J the entire warm water and 
mustnrd bath hnve been used in nearly 
every household to meet emergencies. 


The use of strong counter irritants ei- 


ther of heat or various medicaments i? 
to be resorted to only with great cnro 
when a person is without consciousness 
or when the nerves of sensation are inac- 
tive, as, for example, in paralysis of the 
lower limbs. Troublesome sores (may re- 
sult in such cases. 


The use of counter irritants is nlso not 


advised in depleted, states of the body. 
Blisters, and to a greater extent the 
more violent forms of counter irritation, 
carry awny nutrient mnterinl from the 
blood in the process of |»p«i«njr n^d so 
may seriously diminish the chances of ul- 
timate recovery.—Y* utli's Companion.

Pacts About Chicago'* Movable 


, Single Spaa Structure.

can be spoken ot as the highest longest 
and grandest has been added the lon- 
gest movable single span bridge In tbe 
world, says the Chicago Poet Work 
on it has Just been completed, and 
trains of the Chicago Terminal Trans- 
fer Railroad company, the Baltimore 
and Ohio and the Chicago Great West- 
ern roads will cross tbe Chicago river 
south of-Taylor street on the new 
structure. 


Construction of the drainage canal 


made it necessary to remove the pier 
of the.old bridge south of Taylor street 
Tbe necessity for a bridge without a 
pier presented a condition of affairs 
new to engineers, and much discussion 
resulted as to the best plan to follow. 
After plans for the structure were made 
it was some time before a construction 
company was found ready to under- 
take the work and guarantee its suc- 
cessful operation. Its success is now 
assured, and Chicago has the longest 
movable bridge in tbe world. 
The 


Tower bridge in London is next to it, 
but tbe Chicago bridge exceeds Its 
length by 75 feet 


The bridge contains In all about 1,500 


tons of steel in addition to 700 tons of 
counterweights. 
Each moving leaf 


contains about 2,000,000 pounds, and, 
aside from having the longest span of 
any movable bridge ever built the 
structure Is especially noticeable In 
that it is built for the heaviest railroad 
service, carrying double tracks. The 
bridge is designed for a load of 10,000 
pounds per lineal foot of bridge in ad- 
dition to a concentrated load of 100,- 
000 pounds at any point on the floor of 
the bridge, thus giving a carrying ca- 
pacity of more than twice that of the 
next longest lift bridge in the world, 
the Tower bridge of London. The lat- 
ter bridge has a span of 200 feet and is 
designed only for highway traffic. 


In the construction of the substruc- 


ture in connection with the present 
work difficulties were encountered in 
that owing to the narrow channel at 
the center pier of the present swing 
bridge it was necessary to construct a 
cofferdam of a single row of Wakefleld 
sheeting and to excavate to the depth 
of 26 feet below city datum, a feat 
thought by most of fhe river men of 
Chicago to be Impossible. The sub- 
structure of each'leaf on either side 
of the river is built on a foundation of 
600 piles 50 feet in length and includes 
6,500 yards of Portland cement con- 
crete mixed in the proportion of one 
part of cement, three parts of sand and 
six parts of broken stone. The two 
piera contain 040 cubic yards of first 
class masonry. 


The electric equipment for the bridge 


Includes for Its operation two 50 horse- 
power motors for each leaf. The power 
Is obtained from the electric plant at 
the Grand Central station, from which 
point underground cables are laid to 
the operating houses on the bridge, 
which houses ar,?, connected by sub- 
marine cables laid in a trench below 
the bottom of the river. Each leaf can 
be controlled from its respective oper- 
ating house, and tbe operating devices 
are also arranged so that both leaves 
can be controlled and operated by one 
man from the house on the east bank 
of the river. For this arrangement one 
controller has been placed in the west 
house, while in the house on the east 
bank two have been installed. Each of 
the operating houses is fitted with a 
switchboard, an indicator showing the 
position of the bridge and operating de-

Ever Hade How Under "Way 


at St. 


Tbe largest photograph plate ever 


made is being manufactured by a dry 
plate company of St Louis. It is 8 feet 
long by 4 feet and S inches wide and 
three-eighths of an inch In thickness, 
says the New York Times. It will be 
used by George Lawrence of Chicago, 
who from a balloon will make a photo- 
graph of St Paul and Minneapolis. 


To make the plate it was necessary 


for tbe company to procure new appa- 
ratus of enlarged dimensions. A great 
marble slab larger tban tbe plate was 
tbe first requirement Upon this the 
plate Is resting while tbe coating is 
being applied. Large blocks of Ice be- 
neath It keep It at a temperature that 
will cool the emulsion as rapidly as it 
Is applied. 


The making of such large plates Is an 


experiment, but the company says that 
It can be carried on successfully and 
probably will become a new feature of

WILL DIG RUSSIAN GOLD 


American Syndicate 
Granted 


Vast Mining Concession. 


OZAE IKTEBESTED IN THE MATTER 


The Tract In tbe Sonth Ur»l Moan- 


taina, Rear Irltatsk, Cover* Eleven 
Hundred Square M!le» and !• Snp- 
poaed to Be tbe Rlcnest In Mineral* 
of Any In Rnuta. 
Arrangements were recently complet- 


ed at the Walforf-Astorla hotel for the 
development on a vast scale by Ameri- 
can and French capital and engineers 
of 1,100 square miles of gold, silver, 
copper and platinum 'bearing mineral 
lands in tbe south Ural mountains, 
Russia, says the New York Tribune. 
The tract Is on the railroad leading 
from St. Petersburg to Irkutsk, near 
the latter place, and has been reserved 
as crown mineral lands by the czar's 
government The parties appearing in 
the transaction at the Waldorf-Astoria 
were Professor George A. Treadwell, a 
metallurgist, living at the Waldorf-As- 
toria, and friends of Paul Annasoff, 
one of the builders and at present an 
associate manager of the Translberian 
railway. Tne czar himself has taken 
a keen interest in tbe negotiations, as 
the development of Oils imperial min- 
eral tract IB expected to have an Impor- 
tant bearing on mining, eaterp&lses 
throughout the Russian empire. 


When Mr, Treadwell was seen at the 


office of his" counsel, Walter S. Logan, 
be said: 


"Parties Interested in developing this 


crown tract have been working for 
three years to get the concession. I am 
in hopes that control of the enterprise 
will remain in tbe hands of Americans, 
but it is too early to tell about that, as 
a number of Frenchmen^are going to 
furnish part of tbe capital. Under the 
terms of the contract we are to pay 
$800,000 in cash for tine concession and 
a tax of 4 per cent on all the gold 
produced. The tract is supposed to be 
tbe richest in minerals of any in Rus- 
sia. I bave made arrangements to go 
to Russia in Oc'tober to decide what ia 
needed in tbe woy of machinery. I 
bave been on tLe concession and know 
something about it 
We sball mine 


with hydraulic machinery as well as 
build smelters. The copper Is rather 
blgh grade. I expect to be gone till 
after the first of next year. Mr. Anna- 
soff was one of the builders of the Si- 
berian railroad. His father is in charge 
of the armory in the heart of the Ural 
mountains where all tbe Russian sa- 
bers are made. The armory is put 
there to make it difficult for an invader 
to reach this particular source of sup- 
plies. Tbe Russians are very much im- 
pressed by the success of American 
miners in Alaska. We are pretty close 
to Russia op tbe.re. They say If we can 
get tbe gold out of Alaska dirt and 
quartz we can do even better In the 
Urnls, where the climate is agreeable. 
The stamp mills for the mines will be 
bought In this country and will be of 
the type used in South Africa. They 
are si.vied 1.250 pound stamps and han- 
dle four tons of quartz every 24 hours. 


"Tbe government has allowed mining 


in a general way to go on on this big 
tract In order to determine the value of 
the ores. Gradually they have closed 
out the concessionaires until now they 
arc ready to bave the mines worked 
with the latest-improved machinery 
and on a large scale. 1 expect it will 
require a company capitalized at per- 
haps $25,600,000 to carry out tbe plans 
of tbe syndicate. Engineers who bave 
gone over the territory have been im- 
pressed by Its resources." 


"Is not Senator Clark of Montana 


trying to secure a concession In the 
Ural mountains?" Mr. Treadwell was 
asked. 


"Only a subconcession," replied Mr. 


Treadwell. "He Is trying to obtain a 
renewal of a subconcession which ter- 
minated 12 yea is ago." 


Trofcasor Treadwell la a native of

Whrte Star <|ock at New York the other 
morning the greatest steamship afloat, 
the first 20,000 'ton vessel the world 
>as ever seen—the Celtic, from Liver- 
pool lr 8 days and 48 minutes, with 
nothing more 6-'loos to mar her 
maiden voyage than the death on the 
second day out of a prize Ayrsdale ter. 
rler for which FoxhaU Keene had Just 
paid $2,000. 


Think of a building nine stories high, 


with a frontage of three and a half 
blocks on Fifth avenue, aad you will 
get some Idea of this biggest ship 
afloat, which came safely Into port 
under command of Captain EL St. J, 
Lindsay, R. N. E., says a New York 
World staff correspondent who crossed 
on the Celtic. 


An Idea of this sea giantess* size 


might be had, too, from the fact that, 
safely alongside her plef, she towered 
so high that her lowest open deck waa 
above the level of the pier roof and no 
coapanlonway could reach it. This 
difficulty was overcome by opening the 
bulkhead doors of the middle deck. At 
Liverpool the passengers had boarded 
her by a temporary stairway from the 
roof of the landing stage. 


Though she brought over only 345 


cabin passengers and 268 steerage pas- 
sengers, the Celtic has accommodations 
for 2,850 passengers—350 first class, 
110 second and the balance third, and 
In addition a crew of 335, in all 3,194 
human beings. Still further Idea of 
her size can be gained from her cargo 
capacity. The displacement at load 
draft is 88,220 tons, her gross tonnage 
20,904 tons, and she can carry over 
18,000 tons of actual cargo. 
t 


She Is 700 feet long and 75 feet wide 


and has nine decks, known as the lower 
orlop, orlop, lower, middle, upper, 
bridge, upper bridge, boat and sun 
decks. 


This giantess of the seas Is a twin 


screw ship, 'built with every appliance 
for safety that human ingenuity has 
been able to devise. She has not been 
built, though, to break records of speed, 
but to break records for comfort. 


All the first class rooms are amid- 


ships, and every room is practically an 
outside room tfpd can have fresh air 
through its owifliifSndow to practically 
any weather. Most of the rooms are 
more than twice the size of those 
•usually found on steamers. Baths are 
as numerous, as in a first class New 
York hotel. 


The deck space fpr all classes is one 


of the extraordinary features of the 
new ship, the thir'd Class passengers 
having quite as gopd a deck space for 
all weather as first class passengers 
have. The first class deck space is 
much more than double that of any 
other ship. The top'deck contains only 
the splendid library and smoking room, 
the next two decks the staterooms and 
the fourth deck ttie immense first class 
dining room and staterooms of both 
first and second class. The whole fifth 
deck is given up entirely to third class 
passengers, while on this deck on the 
Teutonic, for instance, are the first 
class dining room and a small number 
of expensive staterooms. 


The second class accommodations are 


quite equal to those first class passen- 
gers had'Up to a few years ago and In 
nearly every respect are" qnite equal In 
comfort to first class. In fact, it Is 
difficult to distinguish between first 
and second class quarters, the main 
difference being in decoration and sit- 
uation. 


The Improvement In the third class 


or steerage accommodations is the 
striking feature of this notable ship. 
They are far better than the second of 
not more than a dozen years ago. Just 
imagine a passage in the steerage with 
the comforts of a large social room, 
with chairs and a- piano; a large smok- 
ing room with, seats; dining rooms, 
with a seat for every one; bathrooms 
and lavatories as complete as the first 
class passenger has, and with rooms 
for families better than the old second 
class, and you have not an Immigrant's 
dream, but a Celtic reality. 
Every- 


thing is painted white, so that every 
part can be kept clean and bright 
looking. 
1 One of the greatest comforts through- 
out the ship is the absence of heavy 
•nd unsuitable decoration. In the first 
and second class quarters the floors of 
the corridors, saloons and smoking 
rooms are laid with patent rubber floor- 
Ing, a material upon which a slip Is 
Impossible and upon which the heaviest 
foot descends noiselessly. 


The Celtic also demonstrates the 


marvelous accuracy of modern ship- 
building and the confidence not only of 
the builders, but of the public, that the 
new ship will do wbat is expected of 
her. With her only trial a four-hour 
sea test, tb« Celtic started on her 
maiden royage of 8,000 miles with 
over 1,000 people on board.
